Earthquake Not Responsible for Big Rocks in 
Vicinity of Graniteville, Mo., Stat- 
Geographical Survey Discloses. 


-. 


ROLLA, Mo., May 5.—The rocks 
exposed in the vicinity of Granite- 
ville, Iron County, Mo., are easily 
the oldest in the State of Missouri 
and are considered by some the 
oldest on the North American con- 
tinent, although geologic explora- 
tions in the Lake Superior district 
have disclosed rocks that are 
probably older than these. 

The State Geological Survey re- 
ports that the mpuntains in this 
district are remnants of what must" 
have been in the first great geolo- 
gic period, known as Archean, a 
great land mass of volcanic rock 
elevated well above sea level. The 
development of the topography 
now seen probably was begun at 
that early time but was interrupted 
fluring the period of submergence 
below sea _ level attending the 
deposition of the Algonkian beds, 
or the second great geologic per- 
iod. This development was re- 
newed with the emergence of these 
beds aboVe the water. Probably 
after this event the greater part of 
the erosion took place and the 
sculpturing of the hills amd moun- 
tains which one now recognizes 
probably virtually was completed 
before the Silurian epoch, or third 
great geologic period.

Thus he would like 
by intervening in the Moroccan 
question to obtain compensation 
perhaps in Tunis, and by taking 
a Strong stand in connection with 
Germany’s demand for a mandate 
after joining the League he hopes 
perhaps to obtain a mandate for 
Italy. The victories in which Italy 
is chiefly interested for the pres- 
ent are diplomatic and not military. 
Mussolini has no exclusive aim, but 
rather is purely opportunist. 

Only in case diplomacy fails to 
gain the desired advantages and in 
case other circumstances are pe- 
culiarly favorable will Italy, in the 
writers opiniony resort to less 
peaceful means f@r expansion.
